ALBERT , UNIVERSITY, 

The following article by Prof. Badgley 
*ppears in the Astram ; 

While Albert University is undergoing » 
process of evolution, we donot wonder 
that there is some apeasiners felt by the 
graduater. The breaking op of old asso. 
ciations aod matared plans, and starting 
out on a pew line of action, will neoessar- 
ily be accompanied with uo small degree 
of anxiety. It may be an easy matter to 
reconcile conflicting Interesta where rival 
Methodists Ohucehes ccoupy the same 
ground, but t pull up by the very roots « 
College and Univarsity,and plaot them olse- 
where,ap¢ under entirely new relations ard 

surrounding®, weane a much more serious 
andertaking. The whole Methovistic at- 
mosphere, at (he present moment, is nct 
the most pleasant and juvigorating. New 
diffcalties and eomplications present 
themecives asthe date draws near for the 
final consommation of union, Webave 
no fears as to toe onteome of the whole 
matter, nevertheless none of usean hardly 
hope to exespe sharing in the general anxi- 
ety. The complications growing ont of 
the University question have nothing in 
them to allay a fosling of anessiness, and 
it cortainly i# within the limite of possibili- 
tice that these complications may put ap 
end to Usion. Sach, howsver, we beliove 
will not be the cave, aud #0, as gradastes 
of Albert University, we may prepore for 
the inevitable. 

How will consolidation afeot us in our 
Univerrity standing? The answer to this 
question, we thick, is entirely with our 
selves. Whatever estimate we put opon 
oor own degrees will largely Cotormine the 
éstimmate put opon them by others. Our 
degrees mean as taithfal instroction, as 
hard labor, and as close examinations as 
those conferred by any other University in 
the Province, We speod anovally io the 
leotare room two or three months more 
than any other College in Ontario,and thiss 
in funr year’s courre, means at least an 
extra year's labor. The dirsipline receiv- 
ed onght to be equal to that obtained else- 
where, nod without inrtituting invidions 
compari, ons, we Sbiok the rank and fi'e of 
‘Alber gradaates do no: euffer in compari- 
tor with tho o of ester Universitio., We 
have ao history and o« heritage not to be 
despiced, and the best way to keep others 
from patting dishonor apon us is for os vot 
to do it for them, 

Por these reasons I could not favor either 
plan proposed io the Jast number of the 
Attrom, vie: (1) That the new University 
issue to exch graduate a new diploma; 
or (2) that a testimoniam be ap- 
pended to thore we already have, 
It appears tome that any course other 
than to bold the parebments we already 
have,and loyally stand up in their defence, 
would be to dishonor ourselves, and mako 
Os tn a eeopse Goworthy of the relation we 
will bold to the new University. For my- 
self, I neither want nor would accept any 
other document. 

We can and should loyally staud by the 
new University, and do our utmost to 
make its inflaense felt, and secure itafature 
success, bat we believe thisean be fully 
and more bonorably accomplished without 
any artificial props other than an Act of 
Parliament, to transfer os to the consoli- 
dated University, 

From anotver point of view cor *lidation 
willbe an advantage to the graduates cf 
both Albert and Victoria. The stronger the 
oniversity the more inflaence it gives (o its 
graduates. With a constituency enlarged 
by the anion of the four Methodist bodtes 
and representing the largest Protestant 
devomination in the Dominion our Uni- 
verity ougbt to command respect Will 
not the almuni show in this increased in- 
flaence and will not the cessation of rivalry 
and antagoniem between ‘ihe people called 
Methodists” be = boon to every Methodist 
and Methodist graduate throoghout the 
land? From no standpoint ean we con- 
ceive any disadvantage to threaten us in 
the event of consolidation unleas we fool- 
isbly and unjastfably put « discount apon 
ourselves,

The fact is that our imports from the 
United States were hast yoar the largest 
ever known, They. reached the enor- 
mons figure of $56,032,535. And more 
than that, last sear we imported four 
niillions more from the United States 
than from Great Britain. Does this 
tamous policy decrease imports as was 
claimed to be its chief virtue! The fig- 
ures do not eay fo. 

Take Canada’s total trade with the 
two countries and what is the result? In 
1882 our trade with the neighboring re- 
pablic was $96,229,763; while our trade 
with Great Britain was $95,871,802, 
Last year tho figures were: United 
States $97,701,058; Great Britain $99,- 
197,682—very litJe difference, Oot of 
a total trade with the world of $250, 
339,826 in 1885 our transactions with 
the Americans amounted to over $97,- 
000,000, or for every $19 wo traded 
with the wholo wor'd we traded $8 with 
the United States.

INTERESTING SCENES AND SIGHTS 

(Ares one own Corretpertdent) 

Letras wo, 14. 

Sipwery, Anatralia, Jan, 2, 1884, 
In a previous letter I said something 
about the coal mining indastry of New- 
castle. Sines then Ihave spent a day 
among the minesand migers and experi- 
enced the peculiar and interesting pleasure | 
of being “down amongst the coal” and | 
“amongst the dusky diamonds underneath 
the ground." “Twas araro treat avd I 
ean't refrain from telling abont it. We made 
up our minds (Stewart and I) that we 
would not canvas that day (we are even 
eurfeited with money-making sometimes) 
bot wonld visit the celebrated Wallsend 
colliery, abouteight miles from “Canny 
Newoastle.”

POSTIMAST! 
The number of registered letters pass 
ing through the Canada Post Offices 
daring 185283 is estimated at 2,650,- 
000. Tho postal revenue collected 
amounted to $2,264,334, or an increase 
since 1879 of 48 per cont 148 Kogia- 
tered Letters failed to reach their desti- 
nation, of which number 66 were mis- 
delivered, lost or stolen by persons em- 
ployed in the Post offices concerned, and 
in 61 cases out of 66,the value contained 
in the letters which so miscarried was 
recovered from, or m good by the 
officers found to be responsible for the 
miscarriage, but in the five other cases, 
containing in the aggregate $126, the 
amounts lost could not be recovered or 
made good. In the remaining 82 cases 
of miscarriage, 50 Registered Letters 
were contained in mails lost or destro 
ed whilst under conveyance, or were 
atolen from the Post Ofiice,aad two cases 
are stil! under investigation, The num 
ber or ordinary Dead Letters, Circulars | 
and Post Cards received at tho Dead 
Letter Office during the year was 620,- 
704. The business of the Money Order 
System was marked by contined freedom 
from lows by defaloation. The namber 
of offices in operation is 6,597.
